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Fiscal court's first meeting of 2014 addresses several issues 


Clinton County Fiscal Court, meeting for the 
first time in 2014 during its regular session last 
Thursday evening, January 16, dealt with a variety 
of topics. All members were present for the meet¬ 
ing which lasted just over an hour. 

The court first approved the monthly and quar¬ 
terly treasurer’s reports, as well as fund transfers, 
including one cash transfer, submitted by County 
Treasurer Dallas Sidwell. They also voted to pay 
claims and bills, including the bill for new road de¬ 
partment equipment, all by unanimous votes. 

Second reading of the interlocal agreement per¬ 


taining to patrolling authority between the Clinton 
and Wayne County Sheriff’s Department was also 
approved. 

Paul Brown of Gaddie-Shamrock was on hand 
at the meeting to discuss county roads that will be 
repaired with FLEX fund revenue. 

Judge/Executive Lyle Huff informed the court 
that after discussions with Department of Trans¬ 
portation officials and State Senator Sara Beth 
Gregory, there was a good chance the county could 
receive an allotment of up to $220,000—in addition 
to the $135,000 in FLEX funds already awarded, 


to do road work. 

Judge Huff said six roads were already ap¬ 
proved for repairs with the discretionary fund allot¬ 
ment and with the extra funds, more roads in some 
magisterial districts could be repaired, above those 
already submitted by magistrates and approved by 
the state. 

A motion was made to accept the plan to repair 
the six roads and magistrates will submit roads in 
their district in most need of repairs that may be 
funded with the added discretionary fund money. 

County Clerk Shelia Booher then addressed the 


court requesting they approve a budget amendment 
for her office. 

Booher told the court the office was out more 
than budgeted, but added when funds come in after 
the current budget is amended, her office may be 
able to turn over up to around $20,000 to the coun¬ 
ty in excess fees. A motion to approve the budget 
amendment was made by Magistrate Hershell Key 
and passed by unanimous vote. 

On a motion by Magistrate Terry Buster, the

Production of Camo Hut could add to company’s employment ranks 

Sun Pools’ newest product is geared 
toward a different outdoors consumer

enough to allow the local firm to add to its employee numbers. 


Sun Fiberglass Pools Inc. has made a 
home in Albany and for several years now, 
the company has manufactured and shipped 
pools from their plant in the Clinton County 
and installed them across the United States. 

Recently, the team at Sun Fiberglass 
Pools came up with an idea that might 
get the attention of a different type of 
consumer, including more attention from 
the local market. 

The company is in the process of 
producing camouflage fiberglass hunting 
structures called Camo Huts, again making 
the product entirely from their location 
in the centrally located Clinton County 
Industrial Park. 

The fiberglass huts will be offered in 
one size, six feet wide by eight feet long 
and 80 inches tall inside. Each hut can be 
customized with windows, doors and a 
particular choice of camouflage pattern, 
one of four offered, for each individual hut. 

The patterns offered are Corn Field, 
Reaper Buck, Fall and Digi Gili. 

Some of the optional accessories for 
the huts are a 24” x 60” hut style door, 36” 
x 60” handicap opening, 18” x 48” side 
opening, 18” x 24” short opening and all 
openings are hinged on the long side. 

Pricing stmctures for the Camo Huts are 
still in the finalizing stages. 

Operation Manager Wendell Byrd said 
he wants to take one of the huts to several 
outdoor expos in order to get feedback on 
how they can make their product better for 
the consumer. 

“It’s all going to be one piece, seamless, 
so you couldn’t blow it down,” Byrd said. 
“We figure you could take a pressure treated 
platform and put lag bolts in the lip of the 
hut... We’ve got it to about 350 pounds so 
four guys could move it if they had to.” 

Byrd believes Sun Pools has made one 
of the largest hunting blinds on the market. 

“I’ve been on-line and I’ve seen most of 
them and I think we have the biggest one 
out there,” Byrd said. “I think there are 
going to be some people out there who will 
set these huts on their farm and it’s a 40 
year deal. You set it on a pressure treated 
platform and that fiberglass will be there 
from now on.” 


Byrd said the idea for the Camo Huts 
came from the pool pump covers they 
make that goes with their swimming pool 
installation. 

The Camo Hut angle was actually a third 
product that was inspired when the pool 
pump cover design was used to produce 
dog houses. 

“We started building those a couple of 
years ago and then we started using the 
same molds for the dog houses. We have a 
small one and a large one,” Byrd said. “We 


are trying to diversify because in the winter, 
the pool business goes down, so if we add 
something to where we can be producing a 
product during those down months it would 
keep things moving.” 

Even though the process of building 
the Camo Huts is still in the research and 
design phase, Byrd said if it goes well and 
they can get some positive feedback, it 
could possibly add a few more jobs in their

Primary candidate numbers continue to slowly climb 


Two more candidates have filed for office in Clinton County, 
bringing the total number thus far to 40 and counting. 

Due to County Clerk’s offices being closed Saturday and Monday, 
January 18 and 20, in observance 
of Martin Luther King, Jr. Day, the 
totals at press time Tuesday, Janu¬ 
ary 21 included those persons who 
had filed through 4 p.m. on Friday, 

January 17. 

The latest candidates to file for 
local office were Tracy Thurman, 
a Republican candidate for jailer, 
and Gary Rex Guffey, a Democrat 
candidate for constable in the third 
district. 

Although there were only two new candidates to file in Clinton 
County, a total of three additional candidates appearing on the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s website in Frankfort saw an additional three persons 


whose name will appear on the May primary ballot locally. 

Filing for U.S. Senate was Democrats Burrell Charles Farnsley 
and Gregory Brent Leichty, both of Louisville. This brings the total 

number of candidates seeking that 
particular seat to seven—three Re¬ 
publicans and three Democrats. 

Also filing for State Senate in 
the 16th District was Campbells- 
ville Republican George Maxwell 
Wise, who will be running against 
incumbent Republican Sara Beth 
Gregory of Monticello. 

With the latest candidates who 
have officially filed, a total of 57 
people will be on the Clinton County primary ballot. 

Of the 40 total local candidates in the running, 36, or 90 per-

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Legislative Update

Work starts in Frankfort while 
General Assembly awaits budget address 

The first full week of the 2014 Regular Session of the Kentucky General 
Assembly is in the book, and while we await the start of debate and discus¬ 
sion on the top issue facing us, drafting a new budget, several bills began 
being heard in committees. 

One of those bills is House Bill 70, which was approved by the House 
Committee on Elections, Constitutional Amendments, and Intergovern¬ 
mental Affairs. This bill, which I co-sponsored with Representative Jesse 
Crenshaw, a Democrat from Lexington, would put a constitutional amend¬ 
ment on the ballot this fall for voters to decide whether 180,000 Kentuckians 
convicted of a felony and who have completed their sentence should having 
their voting rights restored. 

As important as this legislation may be to some, the fact the bill is co¬ 
sponsored by a Republican and a Democrat gives hope that the spirit of 
bipartisanship will ring true in 2014, much the same way bipartisanship 
helped pass pension reform legislation during the 2013 Regular Session. In 
addition to support across the aisle, U.S. Senator Rand Paul and Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer have expressed their support for House Bill 70. 

The past week also saw a flurry of bills filed by Republican legislators, in¬ 
cluding House Bill 186 sponsored by Rep. Michael Meredith of Brownsville. 
This proposal, if passed, would provide a tax credit of up to $1,000 to any 
certified volunteer firefighter. HB 186 is co-sponsored by Rep. C.B. Embry, 
Jr., of Morgantown, and Rep. Richard Heath from Mayfield. 

Also filed this week is House Bill 198, sponsored by Rep. David Meade 
of Stanford. House Bill 198 would suspend the parental and visitation rights 
of a person convicted of sexual abuse if the victim of the crime conceives 
and delivers a child due to the criminal act. According to Rep. Meade cur¬ 
rently only a judge can decide whether to suspend parental or visitation 
rights in these cases. 

Rep. Kenny Imes of Murray has also filed House Bill 200, which seeks to 
put elections in Kentucky back on a four-year cycle by allowing the next set 
of statewide constitutional officers to serve a one-time five year term. Rep. 
Imes says he has introduced legislation because of calls from county clerks 
that it will save taxpayer funds by going back to the old election calendar. 

Next week the budget will take front and center, as the Governor is 
scheduled to present his budget address to a joint session on Tuesday.

Winter tetany 
is a concern 

The middle part of December was a wake-up call for many area 
cattle producers to be on the guard for tetany problems in cattle. Sev¬ 
eral local cattleman were greeted with the unwelcome surprise of 
finding one or more dead cows in the pasture field. The weather 
conditions were set-up perfectly with a few unseasonably warm days 
permitting a quick burst of new growth for grasses and clovers. This 
can cause grass tetany in cattle and result in death. 

In actuality, what was attributed to grass tetany were really cases 
of winter tetany. 

“Winter tetany” occurs in wintertime when cows are fed harvest¬ 
ed feed. Grass hays, including wheat hay, tend to be low in magne¬ 
sium and need to be properly supplemented. Supplementation of 
low quality hay requires an additional form of magnesium. Two of 
the easiest ways to provide this supplement are by feeding a high 
magnesium in minerals or blocks. 

In reality, tetany can occur in some form at any time of the year. 
What’s needed is feed with low magnesium levels and high calci¬ 
um and potassium levels, or levels that are out of proportion during 
stress situations like extreme cold weather. 

Cows nursing one to three month old calves are the highest risk 
animals because mature animals have less ability to mobilize mag¬ 
nesium from their bones to meet their requirements. Heavy milking 
cows are the most susceptible to tetany. 

The time between the first signs and death may be as short as 
four to eight hours. Early symptoms of tetany-afflicted cows are ner¬ 
vousness, muscular twitching along the face, shoulder and flank. It 
progresses to staggering, when cattle fall on their sides with the head 
thrown back, excessive salivation and grinding of the teeth. Because 
this all happens so quickly usually the symptom a producer notices 
is a dead cow. 

Knowledgeable cattlemen are the best defense against tetany. It 
is very important to have a good, year-round mineral program in ad¬ 
dition to having nutrient analysis done on feeds. At today’s market 
prices the loss of a single cow can easily be over a thousand dollars.

Changes in 
the design and composition of cigarettes may contribute to this increase 
in risk. At least 70 of the chemicals and chemical compounds in cigarette 
smoke are known to cause cancer.

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court voted to advertise for 
bids for an ambulance. Direc¬ 
tor of Emergency Services Lon¬ 
nie Scott said they usually ad¬ 
vertise for two weeks prior to 
the date of the bid opening, with 
advertising to be this month and 
bids to be opened in February. 

The board then accepted 
Judge Huff’s recommendation 
for the appointment of two mem¬ 
bers, Lynn Conner and Anna 
Norris, to the County Extension 
Service Board. 

Jason and Buddy Brown then 
addressed the court once again 
about an ongoing issue of speed¬ 
ing on the road which they reside. 
They again requested that speed 
bumps be placed on the dead¬ 
end road to help cut down on the 
speeding for safety reasons. 

Jason Brown called the issue 
a “public safety concern” on the 
approximate three-quarter of a 
mile road, noting again his ser¬ 
vice dog had been hit and killed 
by a vehicle on the road. He went 
on to say that some motorists are 
doing things to “agitate” the situ¬ 
ation, making it even more dan¬ 
gerous, adding, “...all because 
we’re asking for common cour¬ 
tesy.” 

Buddy Brown said the county 
should pass some type of ordi¬ 
nance pertaining to the matter 
and also touched on an issue 
where water runs off the bypass 
and freezes onto the roadway, 
making it a travel hazard. 

Following the discussion, 
County Attorney Michael Rains 
said the county road foreman 
could make a recommenda¬ 
tion for speed bumps. However, 
Judge Huff deferred making any 
recommendation until the matter 
could be reviewed further, but 
told Brown that he would make 
a recommendation on the issue 
“within 30 days.” 

Pastor Bobby Grant then ad¬ 
dressed the court pertaining to a 
couple of matters at the Wellness 
Center. 

Grant said that Green Con¬ 
struction Company had recom¬ 
mended that a fan be installed 
over the pool area, with the cost 
being around $15,000. However, 
he said there may be enough 
funds remaining from the con¬ 
struction grant to take care of 
that cost. 

He further informed the court 


that the transition from propane 
gas to natural gas was underway 
and (gas) lines were being laid. 
Grant also thanked the court for 
their assistance in helping keep 
the facility open during recent 
difficult financial times. 

Grady Wilson with CWI In¬ 
surance of Whitley City, which 
has been a consultant for the 
county for the past few years in 
regards to employee health insur¬ 
ance plans, addressed the court 
about some issues county gov¬ 
ernment needed to know going 
into the year when the Afford¬ 
able Health Care Act, or Obam- 
acare, actually goes into effect. 

The current county policy 
ends in late March or early April 
and Wilson said by early Febru¬ 
ary he would have some more set 
prices and quotes from perspec¬ 
tive insurance carriers for the 
county to consider when taking 
up the issue of offering health in¬ 
surance for their employees. 

The court may have a special 
meeting early next month to take 
up the insurance issue. 

Meanwhile, Wilson gave each 
magistrate a summary sheet en¬ 
titled “Points to consider for 
the Clinton County Fiscal Court 
2014 Group Health Insurance 
Renewal,” which gives the fol¬ 
lowing information in its entirety. 

— New Minimum Hours of 
Eligibility Requirement: 30 
Hours per week. 

* Employees who average at 
least a minimum of 30 hours per 
week are to be considered full¬ 
time in terms of being eligible 
for group health insurance. The 
30 hours per week is based on 
the preceding 12 month period, 
so an employee who averages at 
least 30 hours per week in 2013 
would therefore be eligible for 
coverage in 2014. 

— Employer Mandate for 
Groups with 50+ Employees: 
Pay or Play Requirements. 

* If an employer has at least 
50 employees (this includes full¬ 
time and full-time equivalents, 
which is a number of part-time 
employees calculated to be full¬ 
time based on total hours worked 
in a given month), they have to 
provide coverage to all full-time 
employees who work at least 
30 hours per week or be fined 
$2,000 per full-time employee 
(minus the first 30 employees). 

* If an employer does offer 
coverage, there are two criteria 
that has to be satisfied: 

a) If an employer does offer 
coverage, the coverage has to 
meet a certain threshold of ben¬ 
efits offered. This is referred to 


as Minimum Essential Coverage 
(MEC). For a policy to be con¬ 
sidered MEC, it has to pay, on 
average, at least 60 percent of 
covered services. 

b) If an employer offers cov¬ 
erage, the coverage has to be 
deemed “affordable” in that an 
employee does not pay more 
than 9.5 percent of their house¬ 
hold income for coverage. So, an 
employee who pays less than 9.5 
percent of their income for cov¬ 
erage just on themselves is con¬ 
sidered to have affordable cover¬ 
age. Employees who pay more 
than 9.5 percent of their income 
for single coverage has coverage 
that would not be affordable. 

For ease of determining eligi¬ 
bility, the U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment has stated that an employer 
can use an employee’s W-2 (box 
1 for gross wages) as a safe har¬ 
bor provision in order to calcu¬ 
late the affordability of single 
coverage for employees, as op¬ 
posed to trying to determine the 
household income for each em¬ 
ployee. 

* If the group health coverage 
offered by an employer does not 
meet the two criteria as described 
above in sections a. and b., then 
the coverage does not meet 
Health Care Reform’s guide¬ 
lines. What this means is that for 
every employee that goes out to 
the Health Insurance Exchange 
(in Kentucky it is called kynect) 
and obtains a premium subsidy 
(extra help in paying premium), 
the employer would be assessed 
a $3,000 penalty for every person 
who received a subsidy. 

Summary: 

* If a group of 50+ employees 
do not offer coverage, they are 
penalized $2,000 per employee 
per year (minus the first 30 em¬ 
ployees). 

* If the employer does offer 
coverage to employees, it has 
to be offered to everyone who 
works on average 30 hours per 
week. Furthermore, the coverage 
has to provide a minimum level 
of coverage and cost the employ¬ 
ee no more than 9.5 percent of 
their income. If the group cover¬ 
age does not meet both of these 
requirements, then the employer 
could be penalized $3,000 for 
each employee who goes out to 
the Health Insurance Exchange 
(Kynect) and gets a subsidy. 

Prior to adjournment, the 
court entered into a 20-minute 
closed session on personnel but 
took no action upon returning to 
open session. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for February 20.

cent, are Republican and only 
four (10 percent) are Democrat 
candidates. 


The most candidates for any 
particular office this far is six 
for Clinton County Judge/Exec¬ 
utive—three each Republican and 
Democrat, and six for Clinton 
County Jailer, all Republicans. 

There are also a relatively 
high number of magisterial can¬ 
didates, although two districts 
have only one candidate thus far, 


and an unusually high number of 
total candidates for the office of 
constable in the six county dis¬ 
tricts. 

The numbers, especially lo¬ 
cally, are expected to pick up as 
the deadline for filing nears at 
4 p.m. local prevailing time on 
Tuesday, January 28.

plant in the future. 

“That’s our goal ... if we go 
to the show and get some orders 
then we will have to add some 
jobs for it,” Byrd said. “It could 
potentially add more jobs.” 

Byrd said it doesn’t take long 
to produce a Camo Hut from 
start to finish.

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Lawsuits involving the Over- 
ton County Nursing Home are 
really starting to add up. This is 
the third suit involving the facil¬ 
ity that the Livingston Enterprise 
has learned of within the last 
week. 

This lawsuit, filed Novem¬ 
ber 27 in the U.S. District Court 
for Middle Tennessee, not only 
names Overton County Nursing 
Home Administrator Jennifer 
Bouldin, both individually and 
in her capacity as administrator 
for the Overton County Nurs¬ 
ing Home; but it also names 
Overton County Commissioner 
Donna Savage in her capacity 
as chairman of the nursing home 
board of directors as a plaintiff. 
The suit is asking for $500,000 
in compensatory damages and 
$500,000 in punitive damages. 

Two lawsuits against the nurs¬ 
ing home administrator, the facil¬ 
ity and the county were recently 
filed in Overton County Circuit 
Court. The latest lawsuit is filed 
by one of the same plaintiffs in 
those suits—Christopher Dale 
Norris, a former employee of the 


facility who worked as a regis¬ 
tered nurse and MDS coordina¬ 
tor. 

The suit alleges that his rights 
guaranteed under the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution and Tennessee Constitu¬ 
tion were violated. 

Attorney Cynthia Wilson out 
of Cookeville is representing 
Norris in the litigation. Wilson 
also represents him in another 
court case pending in Over- 
ton County Circuit Court filed 
against the nursing home facility 
and the county. 

Norris alleges that even 
though he was terminated from 
the facility on December 15 of 
last year with his termination 
notice stating for, “Violation 
of HIPPA policy,” that he was 
actually fired from the facility 
because he talked to an auditor 
from the state of Tennessee De¬ 
partment of Health concerning 
allegations of abuse and neglect 
of a nursing home resident. The 
suit alleges Bouldin conspired to 
cover-up alleged acts by order¬ 
ing an employee to alter patient 
documentation. 

The suit asserts that Norris 
was fired back in December of 
2012 as a retaliatory measure for 
exercising his freedom of speech 
to the state department of health 
worker. The suit alleges that at 
no time did the board of direc¬ 
tors undertake any investigation 
into the validity of Norris’ com¬ 


plaints or launch an investigation 
into his termination. Addition¬ 
ally, the lawsuit alleges that the 
Overton County Nursing Home 
did not have an appeal proce¬ 
dure in place at the time, that an 
employee, such as the plaintiff, 
could use if the administrator had 
terminated an employee. 

The suit states that as a public 
employee and prior to his termi¬ 
nation, Norris was entitled to one 
oral and/or written notice of the 
charges against him; an explana¬ 
tion of Overton County Nursing 
Home’s evidence in support of 
such charges; and an opportu¬ 
nity to present a defense to such 
charges before an impartial tribu¬ 
nal. 

The lawsuit alleges that Nor¬ 
ris was denied procedural due 
process, that he was not pro¬ 
vided a pre-deprivation hearing; 
not terminated in compliance 
with applicable state law and not 
made aware of with proper no¬ 
tice of the charges leading to his 
termination. 

The Livingston Enterprise 
called but was unable to make 
contact with Bouldin or Savage 
for comment on the lawsuits. 

County Executive Ron Cyrus 
was also contacted for comment 
about the litigation but he said, 
under the advisement of Lillie 
Ann Sells, the county attorney, 
he could not speak about the 
lawsuit.

He was there with his wife 
who was delivering a child by 
c-section, but police say Edward 
Louis Randolph, 37, of Livings¬ 
ton, tried to take medications 
from the labor room with him. 

According to a report taken 
by Officer Ethan Ross, a nurse 
at Cookeville Regional Medical 
Center told him that she had left a 


box of various medications in the 
labor room and came back about 
15 minutes later to find Randolph 
“rifling through the box.” 

“When she asked him what 
he was doing he said, ‘Nothing, 
I was just seeing what was in 
there,”’ the report states. 

A pharmacy technician 
checked the box and found five 
vials of medication were miss¬ 
ing, according to the report. 

Hospital security stopped 
Randolph in the hallway and 
“told him to turn out his pock¬ 
ets, at which point he attempted 
to casually hide three packaged 
needles, which were stored in 
drawers in the hospital room,” 
the report states. 

During a police interview, 
Randolph reportedly told officers 
where he had hidden all but one 
of the medicine vials. 

“Mr. Randolph had hidden 
the vials in his wife’s shoe and a 
camera case in the hospital room 
after (the nurse) had taken the 
box from the room,” the report 
states. 

A search of Randolph also un¬ 
covered a bag full of needles and 
syringes which officers conclud¬ 
ed were also from the hospital, 
the report states. The fifth bottle 
of medication was also found in 
Randolph’s pocket. 

Randolph was arrested and 
charged with theft of property 
and possession of a controlled 
substance with a total bond of 
$ 6 , 000 . 



The Energy and Environmen¬ 
tal Cabinet announced January 
6 that approximately $1.36 mil¬ 
lion in grant funding has been 
awarded by the Kentucky Pride 
Fund for cleanup of 129 illegal 
dumps in 24 counties across the 
Commonwealth. 

Cumberland County has been 
awarded $85,152.50 for the Ri¬ 
ley Williams open dump and 
$7,467.04 for the Shepherd prop¬ 
erty dump. 

Other counties receiving 
grants were: Breathitt, Bullitt, 
Carlisle, Christian, Clark, Crit¬ 
tenden, Elliott, Green, Hart, 
Henderson, Lee, Leslie, Lin¬ 
coln, Logan, Madison, Magoffin, 
Marion, Mason, Warren, Wayne, 
Whitley, Wolfe and Woodford. 

“I am once again pleased 
that the Kentucky Division of 
Waste Management has award¬ 
ed another Illegal Open Dump 
Grant for Cumberland County,” 
Cumberland County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive John Phelps said. 

Judge Phelps continued, 
“This makes three years in a row 
that Cumberland County has 
received over $85,000 in grant 
funding to help clean up some 
of these old dump sites around 
our county. Dumping is illegal, 
and can also be a health hazard 
to us all when certain contami¬ 
nants get into our water supply. 
We have a beautiful area to live, 
work, and play in and we all need 
to work together to keep it clean 
and healthy for all generations.” 



Efforts are continuing to re¬ 
pair two swinging bridges that 
connect Wayne County and 
McCreary County at Ritner and 
Freedom. 

Wayne County Fiscal Court 
was updated regarding the joint 
effort to fund the repair work 
during their meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, January 9. 

District Three Magistrate 
Dale Vaughn reported that the 
McCreary County Fiscal Court 
approved the interlocal agree¬ 
ment with Wayne County. 

The agreement states that the 
county will share the costs of 
repair work to the two historic 
bridges. 

Vaughn said that he and two 
McCreary County magistrates, 
Roger Phillips and Stan Cox, 
visited the bridges recently to ac¬ 
cess their condition. 

Vaughn voiced concern about 
the condition of the bridges dur¬ 
ing December’s fiscal court 
meeting, noting that the bridge at 
Freedom is in dire need of repair 
since a cable is broken. 


Vaughn indicated that this 
would be the best time to do re¬ 
pairs, before the river rises in the 
spring. 

Vaughn has also expressed 
concern about the swinging 
bridge at Green Ford, which does 
not share a boundary with anoth¬ 
er county. 


Wayne County is among 24 
Kentucky counties awarded 
grant funding for the cleanup of 
illegal dumps. 

The announcement was made 
recently by the Energy and Envi¬ 
ronment Cabinet. A total of $ 1.36 
million in grants were awarded 
by the Kentucky Pride Fund for 
cleanup of 129 illegal dumps 
in the 24 counties that received 
awards. 

One dump site in Wayne 
County was awarded funding for 
cleanup, according to local offi¬ 
cials. 

As part of the grant funding, 
counties provide a 25 percent 
match when it costs less than 
$50,000 to clean up an individ¬ 
ual, illegal open dump. The En¬ 
ergy and Environment Cabinet 
may waive the 25 percent match 
on any individual illegal open 
dump costing more than $50,000 
to remediate. 

The Division of Waste Man¬ 
agement administers the Ken¬ 
tucky Pride Fund to clean up 
county dump sites. Funding for 
the program comes from a $1.75 
environmental remediation fee 
for each ton of garbage disposed 
of at Kentucky municipal solid 
waste facilities. This “tipping 
fee,” authorized by the 2002 
General Assembly under House 
Bill 174, is collected quarterly 
and placed in the Kentucky Pride 
Fund. 



KSP Trooper Logan Rich¬ 
ardson is investigating a col¬ 
lision that occurred Sunday at 
9:30 a.m. CST at the crossroads 
intersection of KY 90 and 163. 
Forty-five-year-old Tammy Col¬ 
ee, of Indianapolis, Indiana, was 
operating a 2004 Buick, trav¬ 
eling north on KY 163. Colee 
failed to stop at the intersection 
of KY 90 and struck a westbound 
2006 flatbed semi-truck, oper¬ 
ated by 3 5-year-old Jeremy Cole 
of Burkesville, Kentucky in the 
side. The Buick then struck a 
2012 Jeep operated by 38-year- 
old Susan Mathews of Glasgow, 
Kentucky. Mathews was waiting 
to make a left turn onto KY 163 
from KY 90. 

Colee was belted and was 
flown from the the scene to 
Vanderbilt Hospital. A passenger, 
19-year-old Colleen Colee of In¬ 
dianapolis, was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Metcalfe County 
Coroner Larry Wilson. A passen¬ 
ger, one-year-old Kaden Adams 
of Indianapolis, was in a child 
restraint device and was trans¬ 
ported to T.J. Sampson Hospital. 

Jeremy Groce was belted and 
refused treatment while Susan 
Mathews, belted, was trans¬ 
ported by a private vehicle to the 
hospital. 

The collision remains under 
investigation. Trooper Richard¬ 
son was assisted at the scene by 
Metcalfe County Fire, EMS and 
Rescue. 



Jailer Bobby Dunbar provided 
the numbers relating to the fiscal 
savings to the county of inmates’ 
community service projects in 
the 2013 year at last Monday’s 
regular meeting of the fiscal 
court. Overall, Dunbar said sav¬ 


ings were $150,208 by commu¬ 
nity service done by level 1 and 
level 2 inmates; inmates that are 
qualified to do supervised work 
outside of the detention center. 

Dunbar gave the jail report: 
Average December inmate popu¬ 
lation, 99. Current population 
of the detention center is five 
inmates from Clinton County, 
68 state inmates and 30 county 
inmates for an inmate popula¬ 
tion of 103 currently. Prescrip¬ 
tion co-pay, $80.01, medical 
co-pay, $138.21, House Bill 452, 
$213.36, DUI fees, $770.10, 
housing state inmates reim¬ 
bursement, $56,242,72, Social 
Security, $400, House Bill 413, 
$2,196.63, work release in¬ 
mate reimbursement, $336.00, 
housing inmates from Clinton 
County, $7,018.00, booking fees, 
$1,960.30, reimbursement phone 
company, $3,182.00, per diem, 
$917.32, December interest, 
$16.01, recycling from can pick¬ 
up, $90.00, total, $75,666,99. 
Overtime was 12 hours. Dunbar 
said the overtime was due to an 
inmate who had to have emer¬ 
gency surgery at UK Medical 
Center. 

Dunbar said the detention 
center made a $25,000 donation 
to the county for the month and 
will be providing another in the 
next couple of months. He said 
the center had purchased four re¬ 
liable transport cars at a total of 
$10,400 since opening February 
of 2011. Of this cost, $6,500 was 
paid from county funds, of which 
the center has repaid $4,000, 
leaving $2,500 he hopes to get 
to the county as soon as possible. 

Dunbar provided the court 
with updated policies and proce¬ 
dures to look at and sign off on 
the first of the month. He said 
also that they have a new jail in¬ 
spector, Mike Coomer. Coomer 
had been a jail inspector prior to 
this appointment. 

The court voted affirmative 
to transferring $50,000 to the 
jail fund from the general fund. 
Additionally, the court voted to 
transfer $50,000 from the gen¬ 
eral fund to 9-1-1 dispatch. 



Members of the Gamaliel 
City Commission had to clarify 
an obscure ordinance concern¬ 
ing sewer service at last Monday 
night’s regularly scheduled com¬ 
mission meeting. 

Kerry Brown, who is building 
a new home that is half in and 
half out of the city limits, asked 
for clarification on whether or 
not the city would provide sewer 
service to the residence. 

Brown noted that old sewer 
lines on the property were in se¬ 
rious disrepair and would need to 
be replaced, including a section 
that passes under a roadway. 

Commissioners discussed the 
issue at length, finally conclud¬ 
ing that since Brown pays taxes 
on the entire property in the city, 
he is due the services that other 
residents of Gamaliel receive and 
the city will take the necessary 
steps to get sewer service to the 
home. 

Brown also reported to com¬ 
missions on the status of the 
Gamaliel Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment, noting that the department 
is “pretty tight” on both money 
and manpower. He told the 
group that nearly all the recent 
calls had been for either medical 
emergencies or wrecks, neither 
of which are billable by the de¬ 
partment. 

Brown went on to say that the 
department will hold a meeting 
to discuss ways to generate rev¬ 
enue to pay bills, and mentioned 
that the department is in need of 
community donations and new 
volunteers who would be willing 
to go through the certification 
process to join the department.

The Clinton County Bulldogs 
lost its first game of the Touch- 
tone Energy All “A” Classic 
Regional game Monday night to 
Monroe County after starting the 
game with a 14-1 lead in the first 
quarter.

Kentucky's retail food prices increase slightly, 
end year at all-time high percentage 


The latest Marketbasket 
Survey, conducted by the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) 
Federation in December 2013, 
indicates that average retail food 
prices in supermarkets across the 
state increased just slightly in the 


fourth quarter of 2013, but, as a 
result, concluded the year with 
the highest prices in the survey’s 
history. 

According to the survey 
findings, the total cost of 40 
basic grocery items was $120.08. 


These results were $0.93, or 0.8 
percent, higher than the same 
list of items reported in the third 
quarter of 2013, the previous 
record high. 

Today’s Marketbasket Survey 
total also reflects a 3.9 percent 
increase over the average price 
reported in the fourth quarter of 
2012. This increase fits precisely 
within the anticipated three to 
four percent food price growth 
that American Farm Bureau 
Federation economists forecast 
at the beginning of 2013, and 
is just slightly higher than the 
average rate of inflation over the 
past 10 years. 

Five years ago the average 
cost of the same 40 surveyed 
grocery items was $111.63, or 
7.6 percent less than what these 
items cost on average today. 

In further comparison to 
national food price trends, the 
U.S. Department of Labor’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
most recent Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) data revealed that 
food-at-home prices remained 
steady in the last reported month 
(December 2013). 

Overall, the CPI data shows 
that national prices for food-at- 
home increased by an overall 
total of 0.4 percent over the past 
12 months. 

When coupled with the KFB 
Marketbasket Survey’s recent 
results, the year-end CPI data 
appears to support the notion 
that Kentucky trended ahead of 
national food-at-home pricing, 
but it more accurately displays a 
timeframe where regional prices 
caught up to national levels. 

At the end of 2012, the KFB 
Marketbasket Survey results 
indicated that prices fell by an 
average of 1.1 percent on the 
year while CPI data revealed 
national price averages climbed 
by 1.3 percent during the same 
timeframe. 

The 3.9 percent overall 
increase in food prices seen 
in the Marketbasket Survey 
results during 2013 has the 
Commonwealth’s prices now 
more closely aligned with 
national trends. 

Marketbasket Survey 
specifics: 

Of the six food groups 
recorded in the most recent 
survey - beef, pork, poultry, 
dairy, grains, and fruits and 
vegetables - the beef category 
showed the largest total increase 
with an average price jump of 9.7 
percent (+$3.04). 

The grains category made 
the greatest decrease in average 
price at -8.4 percent (-$1.25), 
and dairy registered no change 
in overall average price from the 
previous quarter. 

Rib-eye steak had the greatest 
single-item increase with an 
average price jump of $1.86 per 
pound, while Idaho potatoes 
was the item reported with 
the greatest decrease in price, 
dropping an average of $0.88 per 
ten-pound bag. 

Overall, 19 of the 40 items in 
this survey experienced increases 
in average price, 20 decreased, 
and one went unchanged (a 
gallon of 2 percent milk).

between 700-800 youth from 
across the state of Kentucky 
attend the camp and children 
spend time at Trooper Island 
Camp with troopers, other area 
law enforcement officers, and 
specialized volunteers that make 
a positive impact on area youth, 
youth who often have a negative 
impression of law enforcement 
prior to their week at camp. 

Troopers select boys and girls, 
ages 10 to 12, from each of the 16 
post areas. The camp is free with 
no cost to campers and is funded 
by tax-deductible donations. 

“This is a great camp and 
I enjoy teaching because 
everything I do as a water safety 
instructor is purpose-driven 
to make a lifelong impact on 
these children, said Bartlett. 
“The kids take part in canoeing, 
fishing, water, nature hikes and 
swimming activities and water 
safety is very important.” 

Bartlett has been with 
the Corps since 1974 and he 
volunteers at the camp during 
the summer season. He said the 
Kentucky State Police developed 


Trooper Island Camp in southern 
Kentucky as a way of giving back 
to youth in the area. The ages of 
the kids range from 9-12 years 
old and some come from various 
backgrounds and would not often 
have an opportunity to experience 
a learning environment like this. 

“We have the right ranger 
for this water safety job,” said 
Dale Hollow Resource Manager 
Stephen Beason. “Bobby is 
committed to helping youth 
understand the importance of 
water safety and we are proud of 
him for that,” he said. 

The Trooper Island website 
said Trooper Island Camp 
was developed in 1965 by the 
Kentucky State Police as part of 
a long-range program of public 


service to the youth of Kentucky. 
Spearheaded by former KSP 
director, Col. James E. Bassett, 
the idea was to establish a 
permanent recreational site where 
troopers and children could 
share a weeklong experience. 
The free summer camp is for 
underprivileged boys and girls. 

A location was selected in a 
secluded corner of Dale Hollow 
Lake in southern Kentucky, 
where an island was leased 
from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

“I’m glad the Corps supports 
Trooper Island through our water 
safety program,” said Bartlett. 
“It really works and is dedicated 
toward the development of one’s 
self image.”

Videotaped murder leads to convictions in Texas 

January 83, 1991 

Darrell Lunsford, a county constable in Garrison, Texas, was killed after pulling over a traffic viola¬ 
tor. His murder was remarkable because it was captured on a camera set up in Lunsford’s patrol vehicle. 
The videotape evidence led to the conviction of the three men who beat, kicked, and stabbed the officer 
to death along the East Texas highway and is still used as a training tool for new officers. The videotape 
teaches law enforcement officers what to do if they ever get into a difficult situation as Lunsford had on 
that fateful morning in 1991. 

Lunsford pulled over a vehicle and turned on the video camera installed on his front dashboard. He 
appeared to have asked the three men in the car to open the trunk. It is believed he saw marijuana in the 
trunk, because that was when the men got out of the car and tackled Lunsford, stabbing him in the neck 
before driving off. The men were transporting 31 pounds of marijuana to resell in Chicago, Illinois. Later 
that night, Reynaldo Villarreal was picked up by officers as he was walking a few miles from the murder 
site. His brother, Baldemar, and another man, Jesus Zambrano, were also arrested a short time later. At 
the trial of the three men, the jury watched the videotape and all were convicted. 

The videotaped murder of Lunsford has ushered in a new era. Video cameras have become ubiqui¬ 
tous in police cars, and have proven to be a potent law-enforcement tool. 

Lunsford was only 47 years old when he died, leaving a wife and two children. 


First Winter Olympics 

January 85, 1984 

On January 25, 1924, the first Winter Olympics take off in style at Chamonix in the French Alps. 
Spectators were thrilled by the ski jump and bobsled as well as 12 other events involving a total of six 
sports. The “International Winter Sports Week,” as it was known, was a great success, and in 1928 the 
International Olympic Committee (IOC) officially designated the Winter Games, staged in St. Moritz, 
Switzerland, as the second Winter Olympics. 

Five years after the birth of the modern Olympics in 1896, the first organized international com¬ 
petition involving winter sports was staged in Sweden. Called the Nordic Games, only Scandinavian 
countries competed. Like the Olympics, it was staged every four years but always in Sweden. In 1908, 
figure skating made its way into the Summer Olympics in London, though it was not actually held until 
October, some three months after the other events were over. 

In 1911, the IOC proposed the staging of a separate winter competition for the 1912 Stockholm 
Games, but Sweden, wanting to protect the popularity of the Nordic Games, declined. Germany planned 
a Winter Olympics to precede the 1916 Berlin Summer Games, but World War I forced the cancella¬ 
tion of both. At the 1920 Olympics in Antwerp, Belgium, ice hockey joined figure skating as an official 
Olympic event, and Canada took home the first of many hockey gold medals. Soon after, an agreement 
was reached with Scandinavians to stage the IOC-sanctioned International Winter Sports Week. It was so 
popular among the 16 participating nations that, in 1925, the IOC formally created the Winter Olympics, 
retroactively making Chamonix the first. 

In Chamonix, Scandinavians dominated the speed rinks and slopes, and Norway won the unofficial 
team competition with 17 medals. The United States came in third, winning its only gold medal with 
Charles Jewtraw’s victory in the 500-meter speed-skating event, which was the first gold medal awarded 
at the games. Canada won another hockey gold, scoring 110 goals and allowing just three goals in five 
games. Of the nearly 300 athletes, only 13 were women, and they only competed in the figure-skating 
events. Sonja Henie was only eleven years old at the time and finished last in figure skating, however, 
she was so popular with fans that she returned to take the gold in the next three Winter Olympic games. 
Austrian Helene Engelmann won the pairs competition with Alfred Berger, and Austrian Herma Planck 
Szabo won the women’s singles. The Olympics offered a particular boost to skiing, a sport that would 
make enormous strides within the next decade. At Chamonix, Norway won all but one of the nine skiing 
medals.

E. M. Parrigan, 63, a retired Leitchfield, Ky., policeman, died at 1:05 p.m. Saturday in Kentucky 
Baptist Hospital Louisville, 22 minutes after he was admitted. His wife, Mrs. Edna Parrigan, 65, was in 
critical condition at the same hospital. 

The Parrigans left Albany about eighteen years ago. Mr. Parrigan worked at the carpenter trade 
when he lived here. 

The Parrigans’ car collided with one in which five members of the Mayfield Junior Chamber of 
Commerce were on their way to a statewide Jaycee meeting in Lexington, Grayson County Sheriff Wen¬ 
dell South said. The accident happened about 11 a.m. on a curve on U.S. 62 South said Bill Phipps, 30, 
Mayfield, driver of the second car. 

One of the Mayfield men, Roy D. Williams, 25, was taken to Baptist Hospital, where he was in 
serious condition with multiple injuries. State Trooper C. E. Decker said the other four were in serious 
condition at Grayson County War Memorial Hospital at Leitchfield. Besides Phipps, they are Orville 
Stokes, 24; George Brown, 28, and Steve Combs, about 28. 

Jefferson County Chief Coroner William T. Kammerer said Parrigan died of shock, a crushed chest, 
internal injuries, a fractured skull, and fractures of both legs. Mrs. Parrigan suffered severe shock and 
fractures of both legs. 

Sheriff South said Parrigan’s car was demolished and the other, a 1953 model, damaged about 
$1,100 worth. 

Trooper Decker said Phipps told him he didn’t know how the accident happened. 

His survivors, besides his wife, includes six daughters, Theo, Mary, Margaret, Ruby, Marie, and 
Jean; two sons, Willie and Elmer Lee; and two brothers, Bill and Walter Parrigan, both of this county. 

Services were held at Leitchfield at 9 a.m. and at Peolia Methodist Church at 2 p.m., Tuesday. Burial 
was in the Peolia Cemetery near Albany.
